Brass Ring Told Time 


In Shakespeare's Day 


At first glance, one might 
have t r o u b l e understanding! 
why an exhibit on W i l l i a m 
Shakespeare might include a I 
small brass ring. 
But the display this week at 
Dominican College's B i s h o p 
Alemanv Library includes just 
such an item And its owner, 
Associate Prof Sarah Wingate 
Taylor, insists it is a most fit­ 
ting piece for a display to 
honor the 400th anniversary of 
the playwright’s birth 
The half-inch ring is a mo­ 
dern replica of a 16th century 


timepiece called an “ astrolabe.” 
It is one of 40 which have been 
made by George E. Reynolds, a 
Connecticut astronomer who is 
considered an expert on ancient 
navigational aids and t i m e ­ 
pieces. 
Reading about Reynolds’ un­ 
usual interests in a recent issue 
of Yankee Magazine. Miss Tay­ 
lor, the college's e x p e r t on 
Shakespeare, was intrigued by 
a reference to the rings. She 
' recognized them as a tool dis­ 
cussed by many of the charac­ 
ters in the Bard’s plays. 


She wrote Reynolds for fur­ 
ther information, and he re­ 
sponded by sending her one of 
the rings, timing the package 
so it would arrive here on April 
23. which was not only Shake­ 
speare's 400th “ birthday” but 
the 348th anniversary of his 
death as well.

Texaco made 
no bid at all for supplying riies- 


el oil, while Standard was low i 
at 10.85 cents. 
Hettrich said splitting the bid 
would mean increased account­ 
ing costs which would wipe out 
savings in the price of the 
items. He added that the sup­ 
plier for Standard is located in 
San Rafael, thus cutting pos­ 
sible delays in delivery. 
He estimated the county’s 
expenditure for these items in 
the 1964-65 fiscal year at $53,- 
629, just $65 over the Texaco 
costs.

Board Finds Welfare Cash 
Without Raiding Reserves 


The Marin County Board of 
lupervisors yesterday pumped 
lmost $102,000 into the coun- 
v welfare budget to finish the 
urrent fiscal year, but did not 
lave to dip into reserves this 
ime to do it. 
Last December, when the 
velfare and medical depart- 
uents learned they would not 
lave enough money to furnish 
he 1963-64 year, the county 
-eserves were depleted, funds 
were borrowed from those be­ 
ing saved for the second unit 


of the civic center, and an 
austerity program was put into 
effect in other county depart* 
ments. 
This time, however, money 
was found in some county-sup­ 
ported welfare programs and 
aid programs where the state 
and federal governments share 
costs with the county. 
Auditor - Controller Michael 
Mitchell said his office went 
over the budget changes item 
by item and he thinks no fur­ 
ther changes will be needed 


before June 30. 
On the $101,702 added to 
the budget, $73,071 will be 
new subventions f r o m the 
United States and California 
governments, and most of the 
rest, $21,680, will come from 
funds which will not be spent 
in the new program to aid fam­ 
ilies with dependent children 
w’here parents are unemployed. 
The infusion includes $26,574 
for old age security, $24,177 
for aid to families with depend­ 
ent children where a parent is 


disabled or absent from the 
home, $6,951 for care in board­ 
ing homes and institutions and 
$44,000, all f r o m o u t s i d e 
sources, for the aid to needy 
children counselling program. 
County Administrator Alan 
Bruce was ordered to make a 
study on how the county should 
use newspapers for legal no­ 
tices. The board accepted the 
Pacific Sun, Stinson Beach, as 
an official county newspaper. 
Supervisor Peter 11. Behr 
raised the question of adequate 
notice, since the Sun circula­ 
tion was reported to be about 
1,000. The county now uses six 
official newspapers, one at a 
time for three-month periods. 
Behr asked whether notices 
of hearings concerning Tib­ 
urón, for instance, should be 


published in a paper which cir­ 
culates only in West Marin, 
but added that he had heard 
many small newspapers depend 
heavily on income from legal 
advertisements.

These young p e o p l e are 
learning judo, which is fairly 
new to this country, but is 
growing in popularity. 
Judo is called “the gentle 
art,” but as I watched a room 
full of young people throwing 
each other to the floor with 


seemingly no effort, it didn’t 
seem so gentle to me. 
The sound of their hands hit­ 
ting the mats as they broke 
their falls didn't add to the 
illusion of gentleness. But the 
boys and girls got right back 
on their feet and were at i t , 
again. 
There were all ages of young 
people in the group—from six 
years old up to those in high 
school. 
Nor was this “gentle art" be­ 
ing confined to boys. There 
were girls also throwing each 
other to the floor. 
All this was taking place in 
the Novato Judo Dajo or judo 
p r a c t i c e hall at 955 Front 
Street, Novato. 
More than 100 persons use 


the practice hall in Novato and 
a second one in Marinwood, 
owned by the Northern Cali­ 
fornia School of Judo. They 
come from as far away as Son­ 
ora and Sonoma. They Uie the 
hall after school, evenings and 
on Saturdays. 
The sport is not confined to 
young people. Some parents 
w ho have children in the school 
suddenly decide to take up 
judo both as a pastime and a 
means of exercise. At the pres­ 
ent time, there are 29 parents 
taking judo lessons with their 
children at the school. 
“The idea of judo is to in­ 
still confidence in youngsters," 
said Clark G. Henry, technical 
director of the school. It helps 
draw out the slower child so

that he begins to realize his 
own potential, not only in phy­ 
sical courage, but also moral 
courage, Henry said. 
“We teach rigid discipline in 
the school,” he said. If the stu­ 
dent’s cannot meet this, they 
cannot stay in the school, ac­ 
cording to Henry. 
Judo as a physical art is 
about B5 years old. It was de 
veloped by Dr. Jirogo Kano of 
Japan, who was president of 
the University of Tokyo, the 
dean of five colleges and a 
medical doctor. He was also 
the founder of the Kadokan In­ 
stitute in Tokyo, which is the 
world headquarters of judo. 
When Dr. Kano started de­ 
veloping judo, he had only six 
pupils. Today there are more 
than 100,000 practicing it daily 
in Tokyo. 
“Because the Oriental people 
are small people, they were at 
a disadvantage in combat with 
the Caucasian race,” H e n r y 
said. That was what inspired 
Dr. Kano to devise the system 
of balance and leverage known 


as judo, or the gentle art of 
handling an opponent. 
“There are 40 basic holds in 
judo, and 1.000 variations of 
them,” he said. 
In judo, there is a system of 
degrees, or mastering the art. 
There are 14 possible degrees 
in international judo, signified 
by “belts.” In the N o v a t o 
school, these depend on ages. 
In the 5 to 12-year-old group, 
there are yellow, blue and 
orange belts for proficiency. 
From 13 to 16 years, there is a 
green belt and three shades of 
violet. 
From 17 years on, there are 
three grades of brown, The 
black belt is for exceptional 
ability. 
In world wide judo, only 
seven men have ever received 
the 10th of the 14 possible 
belts or Dan as it 1* called. 
Only three Caucasian men in 
the world have received the 
sixth degree. One of them is 
Anton Geesek of Holland who 
was the teacher of Djordie van 
den Hof, owner of the school 


in Novato. 
This year, for the first time, 
judo will be one of the physical 
contests in the Olympics ir» 
Tokyo. 
“The United States will en. 
ter a team and I look for Cali­ 
fornia to dominate the judo 
team from this country," Henry 
said. But he doesn’t hold any 
hope for his young students to 
make the team. 
“The members of that team 
will all come from colleges,” 
he said.

NFW YORK m — O n e r 
upon a time marketing was 
something the h o u s e w i f e 
went out to do. Today, mar­ 
keting is something the busi­ 
ness world works at daily, 
frequently with the housewife 
in mind. 


It is to this new style mar­ 
keting that Dr. Shoi Ralaban 
Dickinson, a sociologist, has 
turned her skills and inquir­ 
ing mind. Her company is the 
go-between for the manufac­ 
turer and consumer. 


As a market research ex­ 
pert, it is her job to deter­ 
mine through consumer ques­ 
tioning whether a product a 
company is considering de­ 
veloping, or has developed, 
will sell; how a product once 
introduced can best be sold; 
if a product is not selling, why 
not; or check the image a 
company is projecting to its 
customers. 


"RESEARCH IN effect is to 
tell management what a wom­ 
an thinks is true," said Mrs. 
Dickinson. “It used to be that 
research would be done after 
a 
company 
had 
developed 
and put a new product into 
the test market. 


Rut the costs of doing this 
are fantastic. So they’re turn­ 
ing to idea research— to find 
whether there's a consumer 
‘need’ . . . to avoid market 
errors,” 


She cited examples of prod­ 
ucts w h i c h n e v e r w e r e 
brought to market. Scientists 
for American Cyanamid de­ 
veloped a chemical compound 
to restore color brightness 
when sprayed on faded fab­ 
ric. Is sounded like a natural. 
Would women buy it?

of 
middle - income 
housewives, 
explained 
t h e 
product, asked the reaction. 
Most of them rejected it. The 
answer to color fading, in 
their minds, was not a spray- 
on disguise but new clothes. 
One manufacturer was con­ 
sidering 
introduction 
of 
a 
two-in-one product aimed for 
the teen-aged market— a com­ 
bination skin treatment and 
sun tanning lotion. Her re­ 
searching took to the beaches 
of southern 
California 
and 
along the New Jersey shore 
to ask teen-ager opinion. 
Again rejection, she said, 
because "the kids thought of 
the sun as a healing agent 


and of a tanning lotion as a 
greasy product, although this 
one was not, which would 
only aggravate any skin prob­ 
lems.” 
Dr. Dickinson, a tall hand­ 
some woman of 39, is presi­ 
dent of Market Insights, Inc., 
New York, which she found­ 
ed a year ago after running 
her own firm on the west 
coast for several years. 


THK MARKET SPECIAL­ 
IST holds a doctor's degree 
from the I niversitv of Cali­ 
fornia and taught at her alma 
mater before she formed her 
own business. 
Her firm checks in assorted 
ways the reception of con­ 
sumers, usually women be­ 
cause women do the bulk of 
family buying. It uses ques­ 
tionnaires to individuals, tape 
recorded interviews individu­ 
ally, 
and 
by 
tape-recorded 
group sessions where dozens 
of housewives gather to dis­ 
cuss a product. 


“IT’S AMAZING how easy 
it is to get women to try a 
product," she said. “They like 
to be asked their opinion. I 
think it’s because the com­ 
pany is treating them as part 
of 
its 
operation, 
not 
just 
someone to manipulate.”

San Anselmo Parking Plan 
Needs Redoubled Backing 


San Anrelmo's ambitious plan for 
more 
down*town 
offstreet 
parking 
should not be allowed to die. 
As things stand now, the fate of the 
plan seems to be in balance. It can go 
either w ay. 
But there is one way it just must not 
be permitted to go. It must not be al­ 
lowed to wither and die. It must be 
made to go the other way. It must be 
pushed to fruition. 
As conceived by the city's parking 
district committee, working with the 
engineering firm of Whitlow, Hoffmann 
and Albritton, the plan would provide 
more than 450 new off-street parking 
lots adjacent to the shopping district. 
Approximately 350 of the spaces 
would be in nine lots scattered east of 
San Anselmo Avenue between San Ra­ 
fael and Mariposa Avenues. 
Another 100-plus spaces would lie 
west of San Anselmo Avenue in the vi­ 
cinity of Sir Francis Drake and Center 
Boulevards. 
Backers of the parking district pro­ 
posal need signatures of owners of at 


least 51 per cent of the property em­ 
braced by the district. These signatures 
are needed on petitions to bring the 
matter formally before the city council 
for hearing and, hopefully, adoption. 
To date, the volunteers have obtained 
about a third of the required signatures 
and they have found it a slow process 
since many are not quick to see the ad­ 
vantages. Some of the property in the 
proposed district is still residential, al­ 
though immediately adjacent to the 
business district. Other property involv­ 
ed is absentee-owned, making communi­ 
cation difficult. 
At present the fate of the plan— and 
thereby the future of the San Anselmo 
shopping district— is in the hands of the 
leaders of the city’s parking district 
committee leaders: Sid Braverman. Dick 
Kientz, A1 Nipper, Boh Praetzel and Art 
Kaufman. 
We hope for the sake of San An- 
selmo’s future that these men and their 
committeemen are able to find a way 
soon to push the signature drive to com­ 
pletion and “get the show on the road ”

School Building Costs 
Can Be Reasonable 


Editor, Independent-Joumal: 


In your perceptive editorial 
of November 6, 1963, the In- 
dependent-Journal urged the 
necessity of exploring new 
ways of building functional, 
yet economical public school 
buildings. 
You should be commended 
for your admonition in this 
regard. As a Marin County 
school administrator I well 
appreciate t h e considerable 
investment all of us are mak­ 
ing to provide for our ever in­ 
creasing 
school-age 
popula­ 
tion. As your newspaper well 
noted, we all must be persis­ 
tent in supporting the need 
for sufficient classroom space 
and in providing these class­ 
rooms for as little cost to 
the taxpayer as possible. 
I believe the school super­ 
intendents in Marin County 
are doing their part. To sup­ 
port this contention I submit 
t h e 
following 
comparative 
costs of the two most recent 
school projects in the Reed 
Union School District. (These 
are presented because they 
are the ones in which I am 
the most knowledgeable and 
which, because of their rec­ 
ent construction, are the most 
newsworthy.) 
The Del Mar Community 
Intermediate School (just com­ 
pleted): 
Total 
number of 
square 
feet for all building units, 
43,377. 
Total contractual cost for 
all building units, $586,200.00. 
Cost per square foot, $13.- 
52. 
State square footage ceil­ 
ing for school building pro­ 
jects of this type, $15.50. 
State square foot average 
for like school buildings last 
year, $14.25. 
Notwithstanding its below 
average cost, this building 
provides 
the 
Reed 
School 
community with the first real­ 
ly c o m p l e t e intermediate 
(Grade 7-8) school in Marin 


County, which it should be 
since it is the most recently 
completed. In addition to 14 
regular classrooms, the fol­ 
lowing special rooms and fa­ 
cilities are provided: 
Three science laboratories, 
foreign language laboratory, 
art room, multi-purpose audi­ 
torium and gymnasium with 
showers and lockers, manual 
arts room, home economics 
room, reading laboratory, li­ 
brary, administrative offices, 
curriculum laboratory and a 
music center convertible to a 
lecture-music hall and little 
theatre. 
Beyond this, the school is 
flexibly designed to permit 
both large and small group 
instruction with folding parti­ 
tions provided between rooms 
to permit the adjustment in 
the size of the teaching areas. 
Team Planning Centers for 
the Humanities, Exact Sci­ 
ence 
and 
other 
teaching 
teams working in the build­ 
ing, are also provided. Final­ 
ly, 
the 
building 
includes 
many features to encourage 
its use by the community for 
a great variety of education­ 
al, 
recreational, 
and 
other 
purposes around the clock. 
The Granada 
Elementary 
School (construction just be­ 
ginning): 
Number of square feet in 
first increment, 16,990. 
Total contractual cost for 
first increment, $235,500.00 
Cost per square foot, $14.- 
00. 
State square footage ceil­ 
ing for this project, $14.80. 
State square average for 
buildings of this type, $14.75. 
Not withstanding the fact 
that this project will also be 
built at below average cost, 
this school has already been 
cited by many educational 
authorities as being "a school 
of the future.” Two grants 
from the Educational facili­ 
ties Laboratories, Ford Foun­ 
dation. have been received to 
help plan this building in 
such a way that it will truly 
be an imaginative, flexible, 


functional yet inexpensive fa­ 
cility. 
The building has been spe­ 
cially designed to facilitate 
any type of teaching method 
a n d organizational pattern 
but is specially well suited 
for the team teaching and 
non-graded 
patterns 
which 
are likely to be used by the 
staff, which is currently go­ 
ing through a six months’ 
training program to organize 
a school program. 
One other note of interest. 
The last elementary school 
facility completed in the Reed 
Union School District was the 
Bel Aire School, completed 
in 1960 at an average square 
foot cost of $14.02, or two 
cents higher than the Grana­ 
da Elementary School to be 
completed some four years 
later. In the meantime, it is 
estimated by some that con­ 
struction costs have risen as 
much as 40 per cent. This 
would indicate that school 
buildings in Marin County are 
not only being built at below 
average cost but also, are be­ 
ing built less expensively by 
comparison because of infla­ 
tionary factors. 
Thanks to the hard work, 
imagination, and careful su­ 
pervision of the district archi­ 
tects, educational staffs and 
Boards of Trustees, 
Marin 
County 
can 
be 
justifiably 
proud of its school building 
program, not only because of 
the 
important 
aesthetically 
pleasing features and educa­ 
tional f u n c t i o n a l i t y , but 
equally important, because of 
their low cost.

WASHINGTON — A wholly 
new set of political factors 
now puts a quite different 
complexion on the California 
primary contest for the Re­ 
publican nomination. 
The 
new 
factors, 
which 
Gov. 
Rockefeller’s 
decisive 
victory and Sen. Goldwater s 
poor showing in Oregon make 
clearly visible, are these: 
1—The undecided v o t e , 
which upset the pro-Lodge 
forecast of the pollsters, was 
substantalily pro-Rockefeller. 
The evidence is that at least 
20 per cent of the California 
Republicans are undecided to­ 
day. 
2—The 
fact that 
Rocke­ 
feller came from behind in 
Oregon and in the end ran 
way ahead of the whole field 
—with 
Mr. Goldwater nar­ 
rowly beating out Richard 
Nixon for third place— indi­ 
cates that the New York Gov­ 
ernor is very much in the 
race in California. 
3— Mr. Rockefeller’s great­ 
est political handicap — his 
divorce and remarriage— ap­ 
pears to be fading in the 
minds of voters as a bar to 
his nomination. It certainly 
faded in Oregon where he not 
only 
overran 
the 
popular 
Henry Cabot Lodge, but re­ 
ceived nearly twice as many 
votes 
as Goldwater. There 
would be no reason to expect 
that 
the 
divorce-and-remar- 
riage issue would 
be 
any 
greater barrier in California 
than in Oregon, perhaps less. 
4— The Lodge 
defeat 
in 
Oregon will almost certainly 
help Rockefeller in Califor­ 
nia. Many figure that Ambas­ 
sador Lodge is now out of the 
running and that his support­ 
ers in California will in con­ 
siderable number come in be­ 
hind Rockefeller on June 2. 
Sen. Goldwater attributes 
his defeat in Oregon to the 
fact that he did not have time 
to campaign there very much. 
But Ambassador Lodge, tied 


down in Saigon, did not cam­ 
paign at all and he came in a 
strong second with 26 per 
cent of the vote to Rocke­ 
fellers’ 33 per cent. Nixon 
never showed in Oregon, did 
not campaign, and he got 
nearly as many votes as Gold­ 
water. 


PERHAPS THE MOST sig­ 
nificant aspect of the Rocke­ 
feller triumph in Oregon is 
that 
he 
ran 
outstandingly 
well in those areas where the 
Republican 
nominee 
would 
have to make a good showing 
if he is to have any chance of 
defeating President Johnson 
in the election—that is, in the 
larger cities and suburbs. It 
was in the larger cities and 
s u b u r b s where President 
Kennedy built the majorities 
which defeated Nixon. Of the 
40 cities over 300,000, Ken­ 
nedy carried 26, Nixon only 
14. 
In Oregon the Rockefeller 
vote cut across all economic 
and social levels and ethnic 
groups. His strength was evi­ 
dent among professional men 
and business executives. 
From the standpoint of the 
pollsters, the Oregon voters 
were unruly and independ­ 
ent. Several weeks ago the 
polls 
showed 
Lodge 
com- 
mandingly in the lead and 
while the final Harris poll 
showed Lodge slipping, it still 
put him well ahead. 


BUT SINCE THE polling 
did not continue into the fin­ 
al days of the campaign, it 
did riot catch up with the 
shifting sentiment of the in­ 
dependent 
a n d 
undecided 
voters. 
The evidence is that there 
is a higher percentage of un­ 
decided voters in California 
than in Oregon and this is 
one of the principal reasons 
why, despite Mr. Goldwater’s 
present lead, the Oregon re­ 
sults may be a forecast of 
what is ahead in California.

Robert Kennedy has made his 
first 
far - reaching 
political 
commitment since the assas­ 
sination of his brother. 
He has decided to go after 
the leadership of what is 
known in U.S. intelligence 
quarters as “the revolution of 
youth” that is flaring excited­ 
ly throughout the world. 
Already 
young 
Kennedy 
has begun to align himself 
and his political future with 
the “revolutionary” aims of 
the youthful leaders of Afri­ 
ca, Asia and Latin America, 
who represent a wide range 
of ideologies. 
According to Justice De­ 
partment aides, the young at­ 
torney general’s position will 
follow 
that 
outlined 
in 
a 
little-publicized speech deliv­ 
ered in Toronto, Canada, in 
which he urged support for 
these youthful revolutionary 
leaders, as follows: 


“WE MUST RECOGNIZE 
that the young in many areas 
of the world today are in the 
midst of a revolution against 
the status quo. Their anger is 
turned on the system which 
has allowed poverty, illiteracy 
and oppression to flourish for 
centuries. 
“And we must recognize 
one central fact: They will 
prevail. . . . If they have to 
pull 
governments 
tumbling 
down over their heads, they 
will do it. But they are going 
to win a share of the new 
world.

“This affects us: Canada 
and the U. S., and you and 
me. 
“We, in turn, are part of 
their revolution. . . . If this 
means 
that the

As proposed by Kennedy 
in this Canadian trial balloon, 
he will call for U. S. govern­ 
ment support for such con­ 
troversial revolutionary lead­ 
ers as: 
Kenneth Kaunda. 39, head 
of the Northern Rhodesian 
Nationalist Movement, and a 
known pro - Soviet Marxist; 
Oskar Kambona, 32, left-lean­ 
ing foreign minister of Tan­ 
ganyika; Jonas Savimbi, 30, 
Angolan exile 
leader, who 
has secret Russian ties; Sekou 
Toure, 38, president of Gui­ 
nea and an avowed Marxist; 
Tom Mboya, 34, minister of 
justice in Kenya, and Rufino 
Heckonova, 
33, 
left-leaning 
Philippines 
minister of fi­ 
nance. 
Kennedy will disclose plans 
to contact these young “revo­ 
lutionary” leaders by inviting 
a number of them to visit him 
in 
Washington 
before 
the 
November elections. 


THIS SIGNIFICANT Ken­ 
nedy decision comes at a 
time when Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev is launching a 
world-wide campaign to in­ 
cite Western youth against 
their systems of government 
and social orders, including 
that of the U. S. 


In private testimony before 
the House appropriations sub­ 
committee in charge of his 
budget, FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover warned that Russia is 
in the process of setting up a 
Communist - oriented youth 
movement within the U. S. 
and other Western nations. 


HE REVEALED THAT the 
Reds are planning to call a 
national youth conference in 
Chicago next month to enlist 
college students, unemployed 
youths and Negroes in the 
new organization.

It seems to us that a com­

W E’VE STUDIED the ques­ 
tion not only from a Consti­

watch television the most are 
the same ones who are always 
calling for help from the 
Deity the next morning.” 
A young girl said, “ I think 
kids should be allowed to 
pray before a test.” 


ANOTHER YOUNG LADY 
said. “There are no atheists 
when report cards come out." 
Many students do not think 
much about God until their 
school is playing the big game 


the pro-prayer people want , 
prayers every morning while 
the anti-praver people wani 
no prayers at all in school. 
No one has come up with “ Sc* 
lective Praying " Why not let 
children 
pray 
only 
before 
tests, when report cards are 
due.

when

There’s no problem about 
making four hearts, so don t 
look for one. The question is 
whether you can make an over- 
trick. 


DON’T WORRY 
Don’t complain that you play 
rubber bridge and don’t worry 
about overtncks. 
When both sides are vulner­ 
able and the score is tied, you 
will 
get 
an 
extra 
hundred 
points for making five hearts 
instead of just four. An extra 
hundred points is worth play­ 
ing for. 
When this hand was played 
East won the first trick with 
the ten of spades and fired 
back the eight of diamonds. 
Now, it happened that Kast was 
a very reliable gent; if he led 
the eight of a suit, he had noth­ 
ing at the top of the suit. 


RELIES ON LEAD 
South decided to rely on the 
lead. This would mean noth­ 
ing if South were an unskillful 
player; he would still lose a 
spade, a trump, and a diamond. 
But South was Walter Jac­ 
obs, for many years president 
of the leading automobile rent­ 
ing company and also one of 
the earliest Life Masters of the 
A m e r i c a n Contract Bridge 
League. 
Jacobs took the ace of dia­ 
monds, cashed the top clubs 
and ruffed a club in dummy. 


TOOK ACE 
Then he took the ace of 
spades and the king of dia­ 
monds. With the stage thus set, 
he led a trump and let East 
take his trick. 
Poor 
East 
was 
sorry 
he 
hadn’t taken his ace of trumps 
at the second trick. Now he 
had to lead a spade or a club, 
and either lead would allow 
dummy to ruff while South got 
rid of his losing diamond.

W. F. Duhamel. speaking for 
the veterans' committee which

York. It is light music and has 
nothing of the flavor of Spain 
despite its title.

Marin Student Exchange 
With Germany Is Planned 


A summer exchange program 
next month will place a Marin 
County high school s t u d e n t 
with a family in Wolfburg, Ger­ 
many, for seven weeks, while 
in his or her place will be a 
German student who will stay 
at the American youth’s home. 
The program is part of an 
extensive v a c a t i o n time ex­ 
c h a n g e arranged by Volks­ 
wagen of America, and is spon­ 
sored in Marin by San Rafael 
Volkswagen dealer Leon C. Fel­ 
ton and Reynold C. Johnson 
Co , the area distributor. 
Candidates from all Marin 
high schools are eligible. They 
must be age fifteen or sixteen, 
have a R average, one year of 
high school left, and parents 
who would he willing to accept 
a German youth in their home 
for the summer. A l i m i t e d 
knowledge of German is de­ 
sirable but not essential. 
A committee under direction 
of Virgil S. Hollis, county su­ 
perintendent of schools, will 
screen the applicants. Candi­ 
dates for the trip may check 
with their high school coun­ 
selors for application forms. 
The final selection will be made 
June 1. 


The successful applicant will 
travel to and from Europe with 
s t u d e n t s irom other areas 
under the guidance of Volks­ 
wagen personnel No traveling 
expenses are involved and par- j 
ents in each home will assume 
whatever costs normally arise j 
with their own y o u n g s t e r s 
during the visit. 


American youths are schedu­ 
led to depart for Germany on 
June 15 and return Aug. 18, 
with an opportunity to visit the 
New York W o r l d ’ s Fair en 
route. German youths will leave 
15 days later, so there will be 
an overlapping “ get acquaint­ 
ed'' period in each home for 
exchanged couples.

As Man 


Of Antarctica Is Over 


Conquers Last Continent 


McMURDO STATION. Ant- j to March. At least 20 per cent 
arctica <UPI) — The invasion o f , volunteer to winter over dur- 
Antarctica is over. Man has oc- ing the dark days when trans- 
cupied the last continent on 
earth, wresting it from the 
grasp of a furious mother na­ 
ture whose awesome powers 
kept this vast land mass de­ 
void of human life for at least 
135 million years. 
The final assault of this 
white continent began on July 
1, 1957, start of the Interna-1 
tional Geophysical Year, when 
12 nations pooled their scien­ 
tific knowledge to establish 
permanent stations on this 5.5 
million square miles of land 
mostly buried beneath at least 
a mile of steel hardened ice. 
Little more than 50 years 
ago, a few men gambled their 
lives against raging snow bliz­ 
zards, 100-knot winds and tem­ 
peratures known to plunge 100 
degrees below zero just to see 
the Antarctic. 
As recently as 1957, the trip 
from the United States to Ant­ 
arctica took 54 days aboard 
bouncing ice breakers which 
had to grind their way through 
rigid frozen seas. 


Today Americans come to 
the ice-bound continent on 
planes which can make the 
trip from New York in 44 
hours and from New Zealand 
in as little as seven hours. 
This summer, according to 
Rear Adm. James R. Reedy, 
commander of U.S. Naval Sup­ 
port Forces, Antarctica, some 
3,000 men from a dozen nations 
live at more than 40 outposts, 
field bases and permanent sta­ 
tions across the length and 
breadth of this land. 
Most men come here for the 
Antarctic summer, a period of 
daylight lasting from ‘October 


portation between Antarctica 
and the rest of the world ends 
for six months because of the 
forbidding climate. 
Even communications break 
down during the winter period 
because of magnetic storms 
and other natural phenomena. 
McMurdo 
Station 
is 
the 
American beachhead of Ant­ 
arctica. 
The 
Navy’s 
logistic 
base is the largest outpost of 
civilization on the continent. 
More than 1,000 servicemen 
and scientists live here in the 
summer 
months; 
some 
250 
men remain here all year. 
The station, located on the 
Cape Armitage tip of Ross Is­ 
land, is built on volcanic ash 
not unlike the earth found in 
Hawaii. It lies in the shadow 
of smoldering Mt. Erubus, Ant­ 
arctica’s only active volcano, 
and it overlooks the frozen bay 
ice of McMurdo Sound. 
In the distance is the stun­ 
ning Royal Society Range, The 
cold blue, ice-covered moun­ 
tains topped by white frostings 
of frozen snow leave even the 
most cynical sailors struck by 
their majestic beauty. 


“It is more beautiful than 


anything at home,” admitted 
scientist 
Bernard 
Spoerll, 
Baden, Switzerland, who Is 
on a reasearch project in 
Antarctica with the Univer­ 
sity of Minnesota. 


Air transportation to all U.S. 
stations in Antarctica begins 
from new Williams Field, a 
runway carved out of the 70- 
feet-thick 
ice 
on 
McMurdo 
Sound. 
The reason for the “ new 
Williams Field is that the old 
one is drifting off to sea. Each 
summer the bay ice breaks 
and 
moves 
slowly 
seaward. 
When Williams Field drifted 
four miles south, it was aban­ 
doned 
and 
a 
new 
runway 
scraped in the ice. 
McMurdo Station is connect 
ed to the nearest point of civil 
ization, 
Christchurch, 
New 
Zealand. 2,130 miles away, by 
one of the most hazardous air 
routes in the world. 
There are no alternate land 
ing fields for U.S. planes mak 
ing the daily runs, meteoro­ 
logical reports are scanty, the 
planes can’t carry enough fue 
for 
a 
round 
trip 
non-stop 
flight and the unpredictable 
Antarctic weather can keep 
plane from landing after it ar 
rives at its destination.

As Window Into U.N.

UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (UPP | 
I — A c r o s s the street from J 
United Nations headquarters is 
; a massive stained glass window 
depicting man's struggle for' 
peace and brotherhood. 
The window, created from 
I thousands of faceted chunks of 
j glass, is the hallmark of an un- 
i usual new religious institution 
called the Church Center for: 
the United Nations. 
This $3 million, 12- s t or y 
building was conceived and de­ 
signed as a focal p o i n t of 
Christian education in interna- 
, tional relations. It will serve as 
a “ Classroom Window” on the 
I U.N. for churches and church 
I members t h r o u g h o u t the 
United States and the world. 
The center, opened In Sep- 


tember, was initiated by the 
Methodist Church in 1961 with 
the idea that its f a c i l i t i e s , 
would be a v a i l a b l e to all 
church bodies wishing to share 
I the work. Its ecumenical pro­ 
gramming is carried out by the 
National Council of Churches 
through its Department of In­ 
ternational Affairs. 
The center will be a “con- 
i stant Christian witness at the 
i crossroads of the world.” says 
Rev. Dr. Kenneth L. Maxwell, 
' the department's executive di- 


i 
I rector. 
The National Council com­ 
prises 33 constituent commu- 
! nions in the United States. 
The center’s basic program 
! is designed to give both lay­ 
men and clergymen first-hand 


experience at the U.N. The I 
s e m i n a r program includes, 
tours of U.N. buildings, attend- 
i ance at. U.N. s e s s i o n s , and i 
; briefings by U.N. personnel | 
and American and f o r e i g n 
diplomats. 


Another purpose is to orient i 
overseas - bound 
missionaries 
j on conditions they face in vari- j 
ous countries, and to provide 
a “home away from home” for 
1 foreign churchmen visiting the ; 
U.N. and New' York, 
O c c u p y i n g most of the 
g r o u n d floor is a $100.000 
chapel open to all persons in | 
conjunction with the center's 
! pastoral ministry. 
“ Our aim is to foster In* 
j creasing knowledge and sup­ 
port of the U.N. throughout 
the church public of the coun­ 
try.” says Ernest L. In wood, 
director of the center's pro­ 
gram. 
He e x p l a i n s t h a t “ the 


churches are embarking oil 
this co-operative venture be­ 
cause U N. objectives are ba­ 
sically Christian objectives.” 
U.N. Secretary G e n e r a l 
Thant, at the dedication of the 
> center, said that many provi­ 
sions in the U.N. charter con­ 
form to the tenets of all great 
religions. 
“ Your building.” said Thant, 
a Buddhist, to center officials, 
“ . . . will serve as a timely and 
constant reminder of the need 
to strive for the realization of 
spiritual as well as of material 
values.” 
The center’s facilities 
in­ 
clude several floors 
offices 
I for rental by church and affili- 
! ated organizations. 12 confer* 
I ence rooms with direct audio 
1 lines to U N. conference rooms, 
'the Dag Hammarskjöld lounge 
I named as a memorial to the 
late U.N. Secretary General,

¡church and U.N. activities.

New Jersey Leaves $3,000 
Worth Of Gold Unguarded 


TRENTON, N.J. CUPD — The 
state of New Jersey has 1,200 
.square feet of 24-carat gold 
leai worth $3,000 reposing out 
in the open air here — and 
there’s not a guard in sight. 
The state’s not worried about 
thievery, since the glittering 
pile caps the statehouse build­ 
ing as one of New Jersey’s most 
famous landmarks, the Golden 
Dome. 
The dome was built in 1889 
as part of the replacement 
for the statehouse front de­ 
stroyed by fire on March 21, 
1885. 
The new front and the old 
undamaged part of the state­ 
house were connected with the 
rotunda. 39 feet in diameter, 
which is topped by the dome. 
It is uncertain who ordered 
the dome to be gold-leafed and 
who did the original work. 
Work on the dome itself ap­ 
pears to have been finished in j 
April, 1891. It was not dis­ 
turbed until 1953. 
That year, as part of a gen­ 
eral renovation of the state­ 
house, it was decided to replate ! 
the dome, which had lost most 
of its lustre. 
Bids were asked for the 
work, but all by far exceeded 
the $15,000 appropriation. So 
state workmen, under direc­ 
tion of statehouse custodian 


a small attic door outside the 
rotunda, the men found a copy 
of the Daily True American, 
dated April 13, 1891, apparent­ 
ly left by w'orkers. 
The newspaper is evidence 
the original gold-leafing lasted 
almost half a century until 
. 1953. 
The dome renovation was be-1 
gun in 1953 by a state crew, 
one steeplejack, one profes- i 
I sional artist and an outside 
firm, Hastings Gold Leaf Co., | 
to give expert advice and pre- 
1 pare the leaf. 
The entire surface of the 
dome was scraped with ma­ 
chines resembling small vac­ 
uum cleaners the workers in­ 
vented to enable the state to 
salvage almost $400 worth of 
the original gold. 


The outside renovation, In­ 
cluding the copper base, cost 
$8,000 and an additional , 
$7.000 was spent redecorat­ 
ing the inside rotunda. Mur- j 
als were painted by the late 
New Jersey artist Edward R. 
Burke for $1,200. 


The dome is expected to last 
25 to 30 years before needing 
another alteration. This long- 
| evity, according to the custodial 
staff, is due to the gold leaf 
being just as practical as orna­ 
mental. Experts say on outside, 
weather-exposed areas, it is 
Harry S. Walsh, undertook 
the job.
